1 1 f w .IS riupli i\ i-il in tin- ilcimrt- 
liieiit of I'liiiinri-. mill \\ u.s (LUstcd ami re- 
spoftoil by thi^ iiutluiiitif^i of tlif dfijart- 
luout. Hi' did liis woik wi.ll ;iii(l fiiithfiiUy 
so farA.s was known, itud whou he retired 
frain tho civil service in 187!) he wus grunt- 
ed a Inrge snpernuntiutiuu allowance. He 
weat {o live in I'eterboro' aud lias resided 
titore ever sinci'. To-dny he is a wbile- 
,^^air^iuld lunu. Having lived 69 years 
■Willi the respect uf his friends and associates, 
the wheel of fortune took a sudden nud un- 
expected turn him yesterday and last 
night he ijcciiided a ctdl at tile .\gii('S-street 
police station iu this eity. The Htory, 
which reaclu'S its eliiiiax at this ])oiiit, is a 
Mtraiige one, and nii^lit have siTVed as the 
plot of what wiiidd liave bi.eii tlioU|^ht an 
improbable novel. .Vs allej^'ed by the ulUcers 
of justice, it is that in all ilii-si,' yi^urs Lewis 
has had on his conscience the weight uf the 
knowledge that he was cuiuinittiug 

AN KN'OR.MOUS FRAUD, 
on the govcrnineiit (if li s country. While 
hp was in the tinaucc department the 
government 'if the old [jroviiicc of Cana- 
da issued a series of livt! per cent bonds, 
each for i'l ,000 sterling. Lowia had charge 
of number of bonds which, unsii^iied and 
dniBBued, remained in possesaion of tho 
tiepartment.' The coupons (vnd bonds 
were payable at the hanking house of 
Paring I'rothurH iSj (Jo , i f LondcJii, Eng- 
land. Siiinc iimnt lis a^o a coupon, eacli 
of which i:. wui-lli £'2'>, w;is presented in 
the course of busiiics at Il.inim'b. It wuu 
signed by (ioorgo liiciroiiatoiii for the de- 
pai-tincnt, and was rijiparontly genuine 
Tlie ciinpon was paid, but when it caino 
to be charged up ie.'ainst the hank to which 
it belonged it wa.s discovered to be a for- 
gery, 'l ilu coupon belonged to bund No. 
01237, and tlio issue of gonuino bunds 
stopped short of 01100, so that the bond 
to which the false coupnii belonged must 
have been one of those which reiiiained 
witii the goveniineiit. It was then dis- 
povered that it had been stolen and the 
blanks filled ill with the names uf the 
fip'ance department aiitlioritios. Tho 
coupon was sent to this country and a 
watch set (or tho bond. The bond was 
presented in the usual way, through some 
banUing institution, and when received 
it wa.i 

MARKED "FOKOHRV." 

Tho forged bond is now in possession of 
the Hank of Montreal, it having passed 
through a dnzeij hands since it was first 
put out in Camilla. The issue uf the bends 
was wade in 18G0, and it was a dillicult 
task to go back 24 years t<i iind the crimi- 
nal. Chief Sherwood, of the Dominion 
Police, took charge of the case, and had 
tho end of it ii) view before the bond ar- 
^'i'ved at littawa. The bond only renched 
Canada last week, but tliu coupon was re- 
ceived a nionlli ago. It was traced tlirouh 
several hands and it was tiiially discovered 
that it had been put up in Toronto as a 
mar[,!in in Htock Iraii.aaclions. This took 
place about Oct, 1st, loS'J. Since then 
the bond and its coupons have Kono 
through many banking houses, always be- 
ing accepted as geiiuii-.o. Chief Sherwood 
aad Detective tlcxhgins, of the Toronto 
force, went east on Wednesday with -a 
Warrant from Col. Denison for the nrr^st 
- -of "Francis Lewis, gentleman, of tho 
town Pf I'eterbotu ," 

TIIK AKHKsT MADE. 

.Thoy returned last evening with Mr. 
"Lewis, who was registered at police head- 
quarters, and afterwanis sent to tho 
Agnes street slatiuii. lie has retained 
Mr. Arnold to ilcfend him, and denies all 
knowledge of the forgcu-y. There are two 
charges against liim. The fust is that"on 
or about October Ist, 1882, he did felon- 
iously forge a security authorissed by ohap. 
14 of the consolidated statutes, the same 
being a Caiiadiaii consolidated 5 [ler cent, 
bond, numbered Ol-'liT, for L'1,OUO sterl- 
ing with interest dated .-August .")ih,18('iO. " 
'J'he seciuid cli.-irge is that of uttering this 
forged security. The names forged on the 
bond were those of (leurge .Slierwiiod, re- 
c'eiver goneral; A. T. (hUt, niiiiisler of 
tn'anoe; T. D. Harrington, deputy-re 
■ Reiver-general; W. M. Dickenson, act- 
ngl^deputy: and Baring Brothers & 



Oo., Onanoial agenta. The signature of 
George Rieffenstein was forged in the 
coupons. The prisoner was very much 
astonished at hia arrest, and although no 
talking much he declared himself inno- 
cent. The arrest was effected very quiet- 
ly, and to most of the people of Poterboro' 
t ho first news of it will be received 
through tho papers. The magistrate at 
Poterboro' was requested to countersign 
the warrant issued by Col. Denison. When 
he saw the name "Franois Lewis" he re- 
marked "I don't know tho man. I have 
never cuino across him . Will you want a 
constable who is actjuainted with this lo- 
cality to assist you in the search ." Mr. 
Lewis was one of tho beat known men in 
Peterboro' but it never occurred to the 
magistrate that ho was the Franois Leivis 
mentioned in the warrant. He never 
thought of Mr. Lewis in connection with 
any criiiio The prisoner will bo probably 
arraigned to-day. The trial will take place 
hero, us tho forged bond was utturod in 
this city .

Such 
certiticates arc evidence of nieiiLal train- 
ing. They prove besides capacity for 
steady effort, which is what the other 
se.K most lack.

LONDON TOWN. 



The London municipal reform bill n"«' 
under discussion in the house of comniona 
is the subject uf r.oarly as iiuich interest 
as the fniuchi.so bill. It w.is inti-odueed 
by Sir William Uarcourt, home secretary, 
and meets theapproval of most of the lib- 
eral party, and nearly nil Londoners. 
The Times, of course, does not like to see 
the old and tinie-hiinoured iiistilutioiis de- 
moralized; bat it has not objected as 
strongly us mi<;ht have bei-ii expected. 
The new bill, if it become.H a huv, will 
introdtice several useful reforms. The 
main idea is to centralize the power of the 
raunicipnl government in the oointnoii 
council, which body shall discharge all 
public functions ojtcept the mana^'uinent 
of education, the poor law, liipior liceiiaes, 
and police iidministratioii. This cuiiinnii 
council will coiisi.st of "J -10 nieuiheis, ci'ii- 
stituted by the ;i.S districts of which the 
municipality is composed. The moinber 
aent by each district will be doterniiiied, 
except in the case of the city, by the 
joint ratio of impulatioii and 
rateable value. lii the city, 
for obvious roasims, the rati-alile value will 
alone will decide. The conimoii couueil 
■.will elect the lord mayor, why is to have a 
deputy, both receiviu^; salaries. Tho alder- 
men will be dispensed with under the new 
regime, as their judicial duties will be given 
to stipendiary magistrates and the comiuon 
council will perform their administrative 
fuuctioiis.

On last Thursday afternoon Mr. T. W. 
Sheppard, superintendent of the Jewish 

cometry, was attacked ami beaten almost 
to death by some three or four hired des- 
peradoes, while altondiiig to the duties of 
his position. Several of the desperadoes 
engaged in the affair have been ariested, 
and circumstances brought to light which 
point with great directness to Mr.Boweti, 
Mr. Sheppard's predecessor, as the insti- 
gator of the attack . This is ail occur- 
rence which has an interest for this com- 
munity lar in excess of the value of the 
life which has been so very seriously im- 
periled, or of the importance of the event 
as a simple crimiuul incident. It consti- 
tutes au apt illustration of what the pre- 
sent denioralizod system of aduiinistoruig 
justice — particularly criminal justice is 
accoinplisbino fur our social organization, 
and thoughtful men must read it in the 
lurid light which that burning Cincinnati 
court house cast across the ciiiitinent, a 
few weeks ago. When wo have reached 
a point in the position of affairs when ane 
can hire a band of ruflians to beat the life 
out of one's enemy in broad daylight, up- 
on just|tlie same busiiitas principles that 
<inti would engage labor to dig one's gar 
den, when we have reached a point wben 
the law is utterly ineffective as a [irotec- 
tion for human life, and at which either 
reform or revolution must cume, 
orgunizod society takes away from its 
individual atoms the necessity, and to 
aoniu extent the right of Helf-[irotectioii. 
15ut it is not supposed to leave the iiuli- 
vidual,in au organized way, what it woulil 
be the duty ami the privilege of the indi- 
vidual to do tor himself— and lor this pur- 
pose it establishes and maintains codes of 
law, courts' to interpret and adiijinister 
thoiii, ami physical power toiMifuree tbem. 
Thin legal system is the lainit r stc lie iii 
the fuiindatioii upon which m.ir sia ial or- 
ganixatioii rests. If it fails of its purpuse, 
then the corner atone is iletective, and the 
whole fouiidalii.n and suiierstructure 
which rests upon it are liable at 
any inonieiit to give way. That it has 
faili;d of its puriJii.se, that it is daily fail- 
ing of its purpose, ami tlial it prutecrs 
instead of punishes criminals, are trui.siiis 
which cannot be successfully disputed. 
Our county jail is en. waled with ullllUll^' 
murderers. Within the past eight or nine 
years but two murderers have been exe- 
cuted in this community , although there 
has scarcely been a niouth of that nine 111 
which one or two deliberate, cohl blooded 
and atrocious murders have not occurred. 
Perjury, as an element in the ailminisira 
tion of "justice, " hi!" beou redm^ed tn ail 
exact science, and in one celebrated ea.-.e 
which occurred a few years back the tie- 
ft'use actually i-niployed a ''lawyer," ami 
hired a room fur hiin adjacent t.p tlie 
court, ill which tc coach the perjured wit 
nosses before they went on the stand. 
Two of those witnesses nre now in Kan 
t^'uentin, serving out sentences for their 
perjury — and the murderer is away some 
where preaching the Oospel . In the po 
lice courts the system of administerinu 
justice is simply scandalous. The police 
courts at the present day are little umro 
than blackmail institutions, in which cases 
are brought to be "settled." In fact, it 
is but a short time since the prosecuting 
attorney in one of our police courts ii[)enly 
admitted that he had caused a young u'irl 
to be arrested for larceny in order to pre 
judicially all'ect another suit in which she, 
as plaintiff, was seeking damages. Nor 
is this maladministrntion uf justice cun- 
fined to the criminal courts. The civil 
courts are saturated with it. Fraud, 
chicanery, trickery and wrong are their 
high [jriests. The disease is imt local, 
eitiicr. ll prevails with e(|ual viruleiict- 
all over the country, and that Cinoiiiiiuti 
ciiiuute was the wild, senseless protest of 
outraged human nature against it.

Much as it is to be wished, even by udvo- 
catus of caiiital punishiiieiit. that Messieurs 
loss Assassins slionld eoniiueiice the reign 
of rleiiu-iu:y, that time lu-vi-r seellieil further 
of. "'I'l-u littli- boys liej^in to sboot and 
eiit." the laureati- says, with his usiialwaut 
of syniiiatliy for political muvcnients in 
France. In Hngland not the little boys, but 
the liopeless cripples, have become homici- 
ilal. -A man named Thomas, i>mj)loyed at 
the .Midland Station ill Hirmuighaiii, is ac- 
i-iiscd, for example, of having slabbed a 
Mrs. Ilollis. Thomas is u cripple, with u 
wiiotUiii leg and only one arm. la spite of

wife (if a soldier absent on service. She re- 
fused, w as stabbed in the neck by Thoiuas. 
as is iillegeil, and Mrs. Ilollis has died in 
the hospital.

own tbroiil with a j lu-ki-t-knife. 'I'lie luur- 
di-r is attributi-d to ilruiikeii passion. Mur- 
di-r, fiillowid by a most silecessiill atti-Iiipt 
lit sni<-idi-, was also cominitted by John 
rrii o, a farmer, at Ysgnboruewydds,iu Ban- 
gor.

No one can 
l ike atone walls and iron bars "for a her- 
inltagu" if actions like those of which 
llirst and lluggiiis are accused can occur

In Ireland 
people complain that one agrarian niurdor 
causes more outcry in KiiLrbind tliiin a host 
of our native cninea, The only reply ia 
thut our criminals, however sordid and 
brutal, never tind public sympathy on 
their side; that ao one shields, iio iHie 
shelters, no one ap(ilo^'i7.e3 for them; that 
thoir guilt IS universally acknowledged and 
(he acknowledgment acted upon.

Saanich Mail Irrcifularitics.

Til THK Kiiiroii: 1 would feel obliged 
if you through the columns of your paper 
would draw attention to the way in which 
the mail service between this placo and 
Victoria ia being conducted. 

Last Tuesday a few parties were inform- 
ed by tho mail carrier that tho trip which 
he was then niaking was his hist and that 
in future the Nortli Saanich mail would 
bo carried by the east coaat stoamera and 
would be loft at Brackuian's mill where a 
post office has been established. In ac- 
cordance with this information, which we 
sui)|H)seii came fioiu head quarters, a num- 
ber of residenta of the district visited tho 
mill this morning for the purpose of mail- 
ing letters and also to receive our mail 
which was due by tho steamer. To our 
.surprise tve learned from the post master 
that a mail had been dispatched hij stwje 
last night to Vicli ria and that the steamer 
had no mall for us to day . In coiiaequunce, 
all who have lieen misled into going (for 
their mail this morning will have to make 
a second trip, and the letters which under 
ordinary cii'cuinatances would have reach- 
ed Victoria to-day, will probably have to 
lio at tho mill for several days yet. 

What I [lari iciilarly want to draw al- 
teiition to is the slip-Hhod method of mak- 
ing the change. P>y the way, tho same 
change was attempted more than two 
years ago but waa in a short time aband- 
oned having been found entirely unsuited 
to the requiroments of the diBtriet;in8tead 
of making all arraiigoinonts before hand 
at N'ictoria and giving the rcaideiits of the 
district aouiu notice of tho proposed 
change, tho mail carrier states, as I lirvo 
already mentioned, to some few whom he 
chances to meet, that he is making hia 
last lri|i, and about the mail service for 
the future wo are left to what conjectures 
may occur to us. 

Who haa lieeii iiiatrumental in making 
this change 1 do not know: but I can 
safely statu that the old open mail system 
met all (he re()uirementa of tho district, 
and that nineteen out of every twenty 
of residents ^ are in ffiivur of that 
system being coiiliiuied and that none but 
a few chronic growlers have had any fault 
to find with the service since it has been 
in the hands of the present ciuitraclor. 
What is inoro, I fancy that yen will tind a 
material decrease iuthe number of weekly 
papers t.iken here as many got but jlittle 
other mail, and will not travel three or 
four miles every week for tiial alone.

The movement fur the suppression of 
the gaming tables has been in progress fur 
the past two years. A vary hostile pam- 
phlet ,eiititled"Truth about Monte Carlo," 
handles the subject without gloves. It 
shows that what neither Italy nor France 
nor Germany will tolerate tho Prince of 
Monaco encourages and makes use of as a 
source of revenue. The late M. Blanc, 
whose keen managerial and financial eye 
saw at a glanco what could be made of 
Monte Carlo, carried on thu two greatest 
gambling establishmunta at the same time. 
After tho Franco-( iiirinan war, however, 
M. Blanc had to limit his enterprise to 
iMonte Carlo, and hero he surpaaaed all 
that ho had previously accoraplished at 
Hamburg and Baden Baden. Then he 
died. Soon afterwards hia widow did the 
same, and tho pnqjrietorship of tho .Mimto 
Carlo gaining house waa then divided into 
five shares, of which one wont to the 
Prince of IVIomico, tho head of tho linn; 
tho second to the Princess Radisnvill, 
daughter of the late M. Blano, in associa- 
tion with her husband, the Prince; a 
third to M. Edmund Blanc; a fourth to 
thu Princess Bonaparte, another daughter 
of M. Blanc and wife of Prince Roland 
Bonaparte; fifth to tho two sons of thu 
late ftl Blanc- who recoivo but a small 
share of the profits and are tro.itod by the 
princely and other members of this family 
of gamblers with lofty contempt. Tho 
proprietors of the gambling house keep it 
going thrciugh the seduction of its splen- 
dour and by the romaiuio beauty of ita 
aurroundinga, but they are said to receive 
powerful 'aid from threo classes of sup 
porters — -journuliata, loose Women, and 
priests. 

A KI.S'llDoM'a UKVENUL'. 
When M. Blanc, seeing that gambling had 
been or was on the puiiit of being aiippress- 
ed in all parts of iMiriqie, bethought him- 
aelf of the little Meditei i auean State with 
its inii)ecuuioUs king, he olb red the I'liiice 
of iloiiHCo for the privileoe- of ope-niiie a 
gaming estalilishuieiit an niinual payment of 
■100,IJOOf. The iiropoKilio'i was liccepteii. 
Hut after a few years the Prince wished for 
more money, and suggested that instead of 
receiving a lixed sum yearly he should have 
a share in the profits from the tables; and, 
his least desire being a law to the proprie- 
tors of the gambling houso, ho ia said to 
have drawn from it a regular income of 1,- 
;lOO,UOOf. . Thanks to this increase in his ! 
revenue he was able to raise tb" number of [ 
his army from live to (-iglit nnui. Ilia inili- 
taiT outhiy, however, seems to have com- 
pelled him to curtail his expenses ou the 
Civic department ; and a few years ago ho 
cut down the aalnnes ol all ins .Ministers. 
Their Exeelluneiea complained to the direc- 
tors of the gambling hoiiae, and the estalj- 
lishmeut from wliich the State of Monaco 
draws its wealth agreed to pay the dilVer- 
once. Monte Carlo is surrouuded by every- 
thing that is at the same time attractive and 
duinoralizing. But no elVort ia siiared to 
give tlie place a look of respectability. 
Priests and members of orders expelled 
from France ami Italy have been encourag- 
ed in the principality of .Monaco. .V cathe- 
dral haa been built in .Monaco with money 
of which a largo portion waa supplied from 
the gaming table. 

at.'iciDKs. 

A regular record has been kept by persons 
who have begun the effort to auppreas the 
gaming tables of the number of unfortunate 
gamblers who eoiumit suicide in the beanti- 
ful gardens surrounding the palace. The 
average ia about five each month. Last year 
the number waa aixty-seven. The police 
liavo strict ordera to caretnlly remove from 
tho grounds the bodies of all suicides, so that 
tho tender feelings of the patrons of tho es- 
tablishuieut may not be aho^'ked at coming 
suddenly upon a pool uf bloud nr a visage 
cold in death. 

Euro|>eaii ITIail. 

(I'or Northern I'li.illo liuihsHvi 
The French people aro about to enjoy, 
for first and last time, the oiiportunity of 
seeing in one collection all the crown 
jewels of Franco. They are to be ex- 
hibited in the Louvre, and iininediately 
after the exhibition their long heralded 
sale is to begin. \ fow of them, which 
poBseas special liiatorlc or intrinsic value, 
including the Reuunt diamond and the 
groat ruby, will bo retained as National 
property; presumably, says the St. James 
Gazette, in case they might bo wanted 
again. 

Under tho church at St. Switliiii, at 
Lincoln, England, waa lately fouiidaamall 
atone altar, ovideiitly belonging to a 
temple which had occupied the aame site. 
Professor Hubnor, of Berlin, assigns the 
relic to the end of the second, or begin- 
ning of the third' century. The inscrip- 
tijiis on the altar aro peculiarly interest- 
ing, for the reason that they reveal the 
existence, in the days of the Roman occu- 
pation of England, of a religious ollicial con- 
cerning whom there ia no other informa- 
tion — the curator le.iiculie, or tomple- 
wardeii. The altar waa presented to the 
temple by C. .Vutiatiua, a soldier who had 
thrice held that oliice. 

Siuco ita OHtiiblishment in Paris in I.S71 
the .Vaaociation d'.Msaice Lorraine has col- 
lected about S3ol),OIIO, most of which has 
been distributed in temporary relief, and iu 
other ways aaaiating natives of the two sev- 
ered jjrovincea to lind eniiiloyment in 
Franco. Nearly -IthlinO heads of families, 
representing a population of 100, UOU per- 
sons, have thus been enabled to migrate to 
the mother country, and 800 young men 
have been aided to completo their stiuliea. 
Tho removal of families from Alsace Lor- 
raine to Paris still continuea on a large 
scale; but the reserve fund of the society 
has \)cen reduced to less than Sr)Oll,Ull(l, and 
an urgent ii]ipea! for subscriiitions has liei u 
issued . 

The death of a clown in a eircus rine, 
with the audience innoci'utly laughing at 
his dying Htrnggles, is sulliciently shocking, 
l)ut like moat tilings has its parallel.

ENGLAND. 

London, May 12. — In the commons to- 
day George Anderson (advanced liberal 
gave notice that he should shortly wake a 
motion oondemuing the oxiatcnce of a honse 
of lords.

Sir Michael Hicks Beach, conaer 
vative, moved again his motion of .May, 
second that the_ house regrets the courre 
taken by the government which has not 
tended to promote the success of (ieiieral 
Gordon's mission; and that steps to secure 
his peraonid aufoty have deen dolajed.

Colli inning, the prime minister denied 
I hat the government had failed to do one 
sinole thing that waa not for the safety 
and success of (len. Cordon. The charges 
which the honorable geiillenian has just 
preferred against the government 
are tibsurd. They can only be 
acciuiiUed fin' by his lack of knowledge of 
true facts and real object. \Vhatovor 
may bo its ostensible aim ita effort ia to 
dis|)lace the governmunt , (loud choera from 
liberals) Gladstone next referred to 
otlicittl dispatches to prove Gen. Gordon's 
security and to justify the action of the 
uovernment which it had taken, he con- 
tended, wiihout precaution. The charges 
failed because il \?aa not a fact that Gen.

Romance of Crime. 

On Sabbath morning, in the summer of 
1883, the dead body of a burglar waa 

found at the bottom of the hatchway of 
Kilgour & Taylor, a prominent wholosala 
hoiiau of Cincinnati. Tho circumstances 
of tho case seemed to indicate that the 
movement of the burglar had awakened a 
clerk who slept in tho store, and that the 
former, in endeavoring to make good his 
escape to the lower story, had missed his 
hold upon tho rope and foil to the bottom 
dashing out his brains by tho fall. Tho 
features wore so difiured as to bo unrooog- 
iiizablo, and an unceremonious funeral 
ended the matter, as was then thought. 
A day or two subsequently there 
were ominous whisperings of the 
disappearance of a certain well 
known citizen, and tho putting to- 
gether of the two circuinatancoa occasion- 
ed soinothing in the way of sensation. The 
remains upon being cxhuniod proved to be 
thoso of tho missing citizen, and a scene 
of excitement ensued such as has very 
rarely been witnessed in any community. 
This man was known a8"Driftwood John- 
son," a soubriquet which ho had earned 
by watching for and saving tho fuel that 
floated down the Ohio, thia being ostensi- 
bly his only occupation. Ho had for a 'resi- 
dence a largo brick mansion near the riv- 
er bank in the hourt of tho business por- 
tion nf the city. Tho structure was a re- 
markable one in manj' roapocta. It had two 
more stories on tho river side than on the 
atruat un which it fronted, while in every 
story were found rooms and recesses to 
which the entrances eould not be detect- 
ed except by careful scrutiny. It is hardly 
noceaaary to add that these secret recep- 
tacles were found stocked wirh goods of 
almost intorminablo variety. For many 
successive daya tho house was thronged by 
countless visitors, some in quest of their 
property, and still more from curiosity. 
Notwithstanding tho nature of Johnson's 
apparent occupation, his family moved in 
very respectable circles, and not the least 
of tho extraordinary phases of tho affair 
consisted of the fact that tho clerk whose 
watchfulness caused the death ., of the 
burglar was at tho time engaged to the 
daughter of the latter. The engagement 
was ultimately cancelled. — Detroit Free 
Press.
